BURNED TO DEATH. 


Terrible Fa te of Mrs. George 
Siua il, Aged 73 Yea rs. 


CREMATED AT HER HOME 


House Ca uiflit Fire from a Defective 
Flue, a nd. With Its Contents, 
W’a s Consumed.

Mrs. Geo. Smail, ag ed 7 3 y ears, 
wife of an ag ed farmer who liv es 
^ 
n ear Carpen ter’s ford,on Flat creek, 
eig ht miles sou theast of Sedalia, 
was fatally bu rn ed at her home, 
between 9 an d 10 o’clock Su n day 
foren oon , death resu ltin g twelv e 
hou rs later. 
Mr. an d Mrs. Smail liv ed alon e, 
an d the farmer was ou t feedin g his 
stock, when the hou se, a on e an d 
on e-half story frame, cau g ht fire in 
the attic, su pposedly from a defec­ 
tiv e flu e. 
Mrs. Smail called to her hu s­ 
ban d, who hasten ed from the barn 
to the bu rn in g stru ctu re Jn to which 
his wife had in the 
mean time 
ru shed with a bu cket of water in 
the hope of su bdu in g the blaze. 
In stead, howev er, she was ov er­ 
come by the smoke that filled the 
hou se an d fell u pon the floor, her 
hu sban d rescu in g her with 
dif­ 
ficu lty . 
H er terrible ex perien ce appar­ 
en tly resu lted in the temporaiy ’ de­ 
thron emen t of the old lady ’s reason , 
for she made n o less than three ad­ 
dition al 
trips in to 
the 
blazin g 
bu ildin g for the pu rpose of sav in g 
some of the hou sehold effects, on ly 
to be drag g ed ou t each time by 
Georg e W iedeman , 
a n eig hbor, 
who 
had been 
attracted to the 
scen e. 
A cou ple of min u tes later, when 
her hu sban d 
was n ot watchin g , 
Mrs. 
Smail 
ag ain 
en tered 
the 
bu ildin g , n ow all in a blaze an d 
filled with 
a den se 
v olu me 
of 
smoke, an d sat down in a chair by 
the side of the stov e, apparen tly 
obliv iou s to her dan g er. 
She was seen by Georg e Xly ers, 
a son of H en ry My ers, who had 
also been attracted to the bu rn in g 
bu ildin g , an d the y ou n g man , at 
the peril of his life, ru shed throu g h 
the flame an d smoke for the pu r­ 
pose of rescu in g her. 
She fou g ht desperately ,howev er, 
an d it was with difficu lty that she 
was drag g ed ou t in to the open , bu t 
n ot u n til she had been fatally in ­ 
ju red, portion s of her body bein g 
bu rn ed to a crisp. 
Mr. My ers was 
also bu rn ed abou t the face an d 
han ds, bu t his con dition is n ot at 
all seriou s. 
Mrs. Smail was remov ed to the 
home of Mr. W eideman , where Dr. 
Rain s, of Smithton , atten ded her, 
bu t she was bey on d hu man aid,an d 
at 10 o’clock Su n day n ig ht death 
came to her relief. 
The bu ildin g was completely de­ 
stroy ed, an d on ly a small portion 
of the hou sehold effects were sav ed,^ 
the total loss bein g abou t $500, 
with n o in su ran ce whatev er. 
The fu n eral of Mrs. Smail will 
take place from the Flat Creek 
Baptist chu rch at 10 o’clock Tu es­ 
day morn in g , Rev . J. K. Godbey , 
of Smithton , con du ctin g the bu rial 
serv ice.

After an elaborate discu ssion , 
cov erin g sev eral day s’ con feren ce, 
tlie join t committee fin ally ag reed 
on the followin g resolu tion s, the 
ex act lan g u ag e of which, an d par­ 
ticu lars ex plan atory , will be g iv en 
hereafter, as prov ided for by the 
join t commission : 
First— 'That the g en eral con fer­ 
en ces of the two chu rciies he rec­ 
ommen ded to order the prepara­ 
tion of a common catechism, hy mn 
hook an d order of pu blic worship 
for both chu rches. 
Secoml— While recog n izin g the 
v alu e an d g rowth of the I’]pworth 
leag u e from the respectiv e chu rches,
